Mailbox Location 


by Don Kruger 
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In response to recent comments concerning the close proximity of mailboxes to our roads, the 


Board of Directors has approved the following policy: 


Roadside mailboxes shall be located so that the front of the mailbox is a minimum of 18 inches 


from the edge of the paved road with the intervening surface either paved or graveled. The height 
to the bottom of the box shall be 36 to 38 inches above the adjacent road surface in compliance 


with Post Office regulations. 


Your cooperation in taking the time to check your mailbox location and move it if necessary will 
help prevent damage to automobiles and enhance the safety of our road system.

And their confusion can have 
consequences.

Landscaping Guideline 


During its regular meeting on December 15, 2003, 
the Board of Directors approved the following 
policy, as proposed by the Roads and Grounds 


Committee: 


After December 15, 2003, property owners are 
permitted to landscape the street right of way 
adjacent to their property, including the removal 
of trees, provided that: 


e Trees or other installed materials do not di- 
minish the existing view of other members. 


e Trees or other installed materials do not ob- 
struct the vision of drivers to on-coming traf- 


fic. 


¢ No trees, berms, rocks, fences, or other mate- 
rials that might cause damage to a vehicle if 
struck by it are allowed within five feet of the 
pavement. 


Not applicable to landscaping completed before 
December 15, 2003, the policy is intended as a 
guideline for your future landscaping projects. 


Trees under Power Lines 


Heather Johnson, a forest technician for Trees, 
Inc., a contractor for Pacific Power, has marked 
for removal some trees that are under power 
lines. To confer with Heather about trees under 
power lines on your property, call her at (503) 
861-6013. If you leave a message for her, she 
asks that you include not only your name and 
telephone number, but also your address. 
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Burning Guidelines 


The Gearhart Fire Department announced burn- 
ing guidelines that apply to Surf Pines during the 


season when burning is permitted: 
e Burning shall be attended at all times. 


¢ All burning shall be conducted during daylight 
hours only. (Exception: recreational and/or 


cooking fires.) 


¢ All burning shall be in burning barrels or piles 
no larger than 4 feet by 4 feet. Piles larger 
than 4 feet by 4 feet must have the Fire De- 
partment’s approval prior to ignition. 


e All piles and barrels shall be clear of all com- 
bustibles (brush, grass, etc.), and shall be no 
closer than 50 feet to any structure (building, 
fence, etc.). 


e¢ Smoke from a burn that affects health or 
causes property damage shall not be allowed. 


e An effective means of extinguishment shall be 
available on site (hose, extinguisher, tools, 
etc.). 


e All fires shall be completely extinguished prior 
to leaving. 


To report violations of these guidelines, call the 
Gearhart Fire Department at (503) 738-7838. 


Note that the Fire Department may ban burning 
at any time due to extreme dryness.

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Answers to the first question—“What do you like 
about owning a home in Surf Pines?”—are reflected 
in the answers to the second question, Valuing the 
security of Surf Pines, members dislike the open 
gates, the speeding, and the uncontrolled dogs that 
detract from the security. Valuing the views and 
the natural beauty, they dislike the lack of CC&Rs 
and the lax standards for development and mainte- 
nance of properties that detract from the views and 
the natural beauty. Valuing the privacy and the 
wildlife, they dislike the development that threatens 
the privacy and the wildlife. And valuing the peace 
and the quiet, they dislike the loud vehicles, the 
driving on the beach, and the rare bad neighbors 
that detract from the peace and quiet. 


The Community Relations Committee offered mem- 
bers an opportunity to state what they value about 
living in Surf Pines and members responded enthusi- 
astically. Now that we know what members value, 
the Association, the Board of Directors, and the in- 
dividual members themselves can work to con- 
serve—even preserve—what makes Surf Pines “a 
very special place,” a place where we are “blessed.”
